Tt has long keen the common belief 
that the mountains directly west of 
Edmonten would some dag be found 
to be rich in mineral wealth, but few 
hsve thought of the prairie country 
to the east as valuable for any- 
thing other than agricultural pur- 
poses. Those who visited the Ed- 
monrton fair will remember the col- 
lection of samples exhibited by the 
proprietor of the Edmonton Iron and 
Go2l Mines. These samples may still 
be seen at the offices of the Aiberta 
livery stables. They were taken 
from near Red Earth Creek, between 
Victeria and Saddle Lake, where 
there is a surface iron deposit cover- 
ing upward of a hundred acres. On 
eighty acres of this the average depth 
of che deposit is eight feet ; on ihe re- 
maining twenty-five the average 
depth is fourteen feet. The deeper 
deposit disappears in the ground 
and appears again in the lake, three- 
quarters of a mile away. The sam- 
ples vary in color. Those examined 
by the writer were bright red, brown 
and yellow ochre color. The report 
of assays already made show from 
28to051 per cent of iron oxide. It can 
be.etsily mined and there is good rea- 
son to believe that it will yet be 
valuable as a mineral paint. 

In close proximity and on property 
owned by the same company there is 
a white marl from which experts say 
2 first-class coment can be made, an 
arcicle which will in every respect be 
the equal of the well-known Portland 
cement. It is also claimed that a 
vaiuable brick resembling marble in 
color can be manufactured from it. 

At present the company are inter- 
esting themselvcs in a black substance 
found in the same locality. It has 
not yet een successfully assayed. 
Were it not for the fact that it will 
net burn it might be taken for as- 
phalt coal. This much is known, 
however; from it can be manufactur- 
ed‘ fine black paint and the propric- 
tors, who are by no means inexperi- 
enced prospectors ,feel confident thai 
it will yet prove a valuable, substance
